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1393 Franklin Avenue: 1879: Built by Captain 
Hinam Broun as a wedding gift to his daughter, 
Annie, when she married Judge Charles H. Page. 
Later the house became the home of Charles 
Houston, a building contractor who remodeked 
the building in 1900, detaching the south wing, 
moving 4t to the end of the Lot, where «<t strel 
stands as a separate dwelling. The Astorra 
Business College was then Located in the house 
fom 1932-1942, It was then made into fcve 
apartments during Workd War Il. After years 

of disuse, 4t was nestored in 1966-67. 


Columbia River Maritime Museum: Doors to the new 
37,000 square foot facility on the Astoria water- 
front opened on May 11, 1982--the 20th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the Museum, and the 190th 
anniversary of the discovery of the Cokumbia River. 
The unique profile of the Museum building is meant 
to suggest the shape of a cresting wave. The in- 
terior 45 divided into the Great Hall, in which 
nestoned small cragt and other Large exhibits are 
on display; and seven galleries, each having to 

do with a different area of Cokumbia River History. 
It houses one of the finest collections of maritime 
artifacts on the West Coast.
